COLBY SEES U. S. 


COME INTO PEACE 


Late and Perhaps by Postern Gate, 


but She's Coming, He Tells 


London Club. 


London, May 6, (Associated Press) 


Bainbridge 
Colby, former • United 
States Secretary of State, speaking 
before the American Luncheon lOlub, 
of which he was the guest of honor 
to-day, attributed the recurrent ru- 
mors of stress in Anglo-American 
relations to "the robust disregard for 
the finer sensibilities of each other 
with which the two nations proceed 
when some subject in on the calendar 
for mutual discussion." 


Mr. Colby voiced the 
feeling of 


relief with which he said all Ameri- 
can men in 
public life 
eventually 
greeted their exit from office. He 
said that for the past few weeks he 
had been "revelling in silence", and 
declared his mission in England was 
one of "lawyering." 


Disousing the world situation, Mr. 


Colby said: "America 
asks only a 
little patience and time for the clari- 
fication of her own 
confusion 
and 


the redemption of her pledges." 
Praises Davis's Work. 


He spoke of John W. Davis, former 


United States Ambassador here, as 
an Ambassador who "not only cover- 
ed himself with glory but his coun- 
try with credit. Mr. Colby referred to 
the new American Ambassador, Col. 
George B. M. Harvy, as "an accom- 
plished and cultivated gentleman." 


"America," he said, "came late 
into the war, but she came. She is 
coming late into the peace, .but she 
will come. It may be by the postern 
gate and not, as many of us had 
fondly hoped, thro$gh the entrance 
hall, but within a tim§ and fashion, 
I am sure, tihat will leave no doubt 
of the desire of her people to discern 
and to 'discharge their 
duty to the 


world m a spirit or loyalty to the 
Allies and to participate in the re- 
sponsibility for the renewal of order 
and the resumpton of human pro- 
gress." 


Referring to Anglo-American rela- 
tions during 'his address, Mr. Colby 
said: 


What a fortunate thing that Anglo- 


American relations continue on lines 
of solid and immutable friendship—rr 
fortuate for this generation and full 
of hopeful augury 
for all future 
•generations. 


Denies Relations Are Fragile. 
"I observe much 
public discus- 


sion he continued, "of the relation- 
ship between our peoples, and now 
and then the suggestion that thare is 
something fragile in o>ur ancient am- 
ity. iPerish the -unfounded thought, 
I say. British and American 
f friend- 
ship is the sturdiest fact which ex- 
ists to-day in the fields of interna- 
tional relations. 


"It is true that we differ now and 
then, but how often it turns out upon 
examinaion and analysis that we 
differ only as to why we agree. And 
the unhesitating, outspoken way in 
which our discussions are conducted 
is, after all a fine tribute to the deep 
respect we feel for each other's mo- 
tives, policies and purposes. 


"Such relations between great na- 


tions can never be strained. They 
may 'be enlivened on 
occasion 
but 


but they can never be imperilled."

The 
church is an organism, not merely an 
organization. As such it is: 


I. One Body (vv. 12-20). 
As a body It has many members, 


each with a definite ministry or func- 
tion. Many members are essential to 
a body or organism. So it is with the 
church. 
Each member has its own 


gift and office. The proof of this one- 
ness is that by the sovereign act of tha 
Holy Spirit all believers are consti- 
tuted one body (v. 13). A multiplicity 
of organisms does not make a body, 
but a multiplicity of members with 
their separate functions. There is no 
room for jealousy or discontentment 
among them (w. 15, 16). It "would be 
as reasonable for the foot to complain 
of Its lot and refuse to function as a 
foot, as for one member of a church 
to envy the place of another. A deacon 
who is such by the appointment of 
God should not complain that he la 
not a minister. The church needs its 
foot-members, that is, those who ar» 
swift to run on Its errands; it needs 
its eye-members, who are quick t» 
perceive opportunities for service; it 
needs its ear-members, who are quick- 
to hear the call to duty; it needs it* 
tongue-members, who can speaji fqrth' 
the message of truth; it needs Iti 
hand-members to perform Its many 
deeds of klndnesg. Each ^member ot 
the church has its place by tb.?* ioW* 
ereign witl of God (v. 18). 
If this 


were realized there would be the most 
efficient co-operation jgpiong the mem- 
bers of the church. The pastor would 
faithfully do the work of a pastor; 
the minister, the work of a minister, 
the teachejj £He woj* of a 
etc. 


M. The Mutual Dependence of 


Members of the Body (v. 21).

They must co-operate for the Ufa 


and service of the body. As the foot* 
cannot dispense with the head, th» 
eye with the hand, etc., so In the 
church, even the most highly gifted 
are dependent upon those of the lower 
order. 
Self-conceit and pride are as 


much out of place on the part of the 
highest in ability as of the lowest. In 
fact, a sober realization of this will do 
away with selfish pride. 


I I I . The Least Attractive Member* 


Are the Most Necessary (vv. 22, 23). 


In the human body the heart is of 


more 
vital 
importance 
than 
the 


tongue. So in the church prayer Is of 
much more importance than the gift 
of eloquence 
Many examples could 


be given of those who wrestled with 
God in the closet, doing more for the 
cause of Christ than those who shone 
forth most conspicuously In the public 
eye. 
The lungs are never seen or 


heard, jet without them the tongue 
could not utter a sound. 


IV. The 
Different 
Members

Been Adjusted by God (vv. 24, 25). 


So perfectly has this been done that 


If each performs its own function 
there will be harmony in the body. All 
schism In the church is due to failure 
of one member to perform its duty be- 
cause of envy of the position of an- 
other. By considering Christ the head 
and obeying Him all strife and divi- 
sion in the church will be elimin- 
ated 


V. Members

Related "(vv. 25-27). 


One member should have the sam» 


care for the other as for Itself. Tha 
eye has the same concern for the foot 
as it has for itself; so the most elo- 
quent has the same solicitude for the 
humblest member as for Itself. This 
Is true because the suffering of the 
one is the suffering of the other; the 
honor of the one is the honor of the 
other; the sorrow of the one Is the 
sorrow of the other; the property of- 
the one is the property of the other;

pense until another paying harvest. 
The difficulty is to 
decide what 13 


wise and what is foolish economy. 


We should not lose sight of the 


fact that we are growing next year's 
fruit buds this year, and that in no 
small measure the success 
of our 


1923 
crops also depends on how we 


care for our trees this summer. 


Can we save on the cost of cultiva- 


tion? 
If you 'have a good clover 


cover-crop 
and have 
not 
plowed, 


leave ?t to .be plowed next spring. It 
you have only a weed cover-top anal 
have not turned it under, 
plow or 


disc at once. 
Fit*5 the land, and the 


last of May or first of June seed to 
a 'mixture of alsike clover and alfalfa, 
or some other legumes. 


On some trees the 
early 
leaves 


were seriously damaged. 
This 
was 


usually the case with 
Smokehbuse 


and Black Twig. An immediate appli- 
cation of two 
pounds of nitrate of 


soda or a pound and half of sulphate 
of ammonia may prove worth while, 
but in all other causes save the eosfc 
of your fertilizers in the cultivated 
orchards. Under no condition omit 
the nitrogen on the sod "orchards, 
even if you have to iborrow

•money. Lt will pay big interest.

"On the feeding of the flock depends 


to a large extent not only the general 


*. health of the birds, but also the 


•economy which promotes success. It 
£s a subject, however, which should be 
Studied with a large amount of com- 
mon sense, for there are no hard and 
fast rules which can be laid down as 
applying to every case. The price of 
feeds and the general environment. 
should be considered in determining 
the right rations, say poultry special- 
ists of- the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 


For the largest profit a good pro- 


portion of the eggs should be secured 
during the winter. If two extra eggs 
a week can be obtained from each hen 
a. good profit will be made, while <if 
fhe product is increased by only one 
egg a week in winter, this one egg will 
-pay for all the feed the hen eats. To 
obtain Jhis greater production not- 
only should the fowls be young and 
of a good laying breed, but theMeeder 
should have full knowledge of the 
proper feed and its preparation. 


The nutriment in thc» feed of laying 


hens serves a twofold purpose—to re- 
pair waste and furnish heat to the 
body and to supply the egg-making 
materials. As only the surplus over 
what is needed for the body is avail- 
able for egg production, the proper 
feeds should be fed in sufficient quan- 
tities to induce this production. 


In supplying feed to fowls there are 


three kinds of constituents which 
should be present in certain fairly 
well-fixed proportions if the desired 
results are to" be obtained most eco- 
nomically. 
These 
constituents 
are 


mineral, 
nitrogenous and 
carbona- 


ceous'; all which are contained in corn, 
wheat, oats and barley, but not in the 
right proportions to give the greatest 
egg yield. In addition some animal 
feed and green feed should be sup- 
plied.
